The two lectures by Joseph Gook be­ 
fore the Monona Lake assembly are cre­ 
ating much discussion among republi­ 
cans. Ile lectured on the lleligious 
•Signs of the Times on Wednesday, which 
gave him an opportunity to say some­ 
thing about prohibition. 
That 
op­ 
portunity he improved 
and 
prob­ 
ably said more than was wise. 
He 
also took occasion to ridicule the repub­ 
lican party [ and charge it with moral 
cowardice. 
On Thursday he spoke on 
Ultimate America, and again went much 
out of his way to attack the republican 
party and commend the third p. rty. The 
State Journal ie especially bold in its 
criticism of Mr. Cook, and says: — 
He took advantage of his subject to 
arraign the Catholic church for its un­ 
friendly relation to the common schools. 
The directors weie justly much incensed 
at Mr. Cook and took pains to repudi­ 
ate all responsibility for his language, 
one of the foundation principles of the 
assembly being oonseotBrianism. 
How­ 
ever, there seems to be no principle set 
forth by the directors which some im­ 
pertinent egotist does not palpably vio­ 
late, relying on his reputation so to do.

The Prince of Wales, on board 
the Royal yacht, Osborne, has also started 
down tho harbor to meet tho Emperor. 
Salutes are booming from the forts and the 
war ships. 
When the Osborne approached the Ho- 
henzollern the Prince of VA ales signaled 
hearty greetings to the Emperor, who 
responded in a friendly way. 
The two 
yachts then passed through lines of iron­ 
clads and proceeded to Cowes. 
AU of the 
war vessels Were trimmed with bunting, 
and as the yachts passed the yards were 
manned with seamen. 
On reaching Cowes tho Emperor went 
ashore at Trinity pier, where tho Princo of 
Wales, who had already landed, bade him 
welcome. 
The Emperor and suite and the 
I rinco of Wales then entered carriages, 
and accompanied by a military escort, 
were driven to Osborne, where the Em­ 
peror was received by the Queen.

contributions for tho centennial exposition 
at Philadelphia, and sot forth the advant­ 
ages of an early announcement that Chi­ 
cago has perfected its organization for the 
contest for the great exposition of 1892.

H am ilton, 111., Aug. 3.—An epidemic 
of bowel complaint is raging at Warsaw 
and tho people of that city are greatly 
alarmed. 
Fifteen deaths have occurred 
from the disease in the past day or two 
Four people died yesterday and two this 
morning, and eighty cases are under 
treatm ent 
The victims are old, middle­ 
aged people, and children. They are taken 
suddenly ill and die in a short time.

leading citizen of AVarsaw, who was tele­ 
phoned to, admitted that there had been a 
few deaths, but said there was no occasion 
for alarm and that tho State Board of 
Health had not been notified.

last two years show au abnormal increase, 
due to three causes—the enormous crops 
gathered from both tho black lands and 
the arable prairies, tho depreciation of the 
paper ruble, aud the foolish practice of 
“er- ncrs’’ in the United States. 
‘ ihe arable lands of Russia in Europe,” 
Mr. Way says, “excluding Poland, cover 
an area of 450,000 square miles. 
The 
wheat grower of Kansas and Dakota will 
see at a glance tho area of that fertile ter­ 
ritory, which, with tho cheap labor of 
Russia, will always prove to I e a formid­ 
able rival; and the merchants of Chicago 
and New York who imagine that by cor­ 
nering wheat they will control the markets 
of the world can always take into their 
calculations the product of this country as 
an effectual check to their operations. 
Every ‘corner’ engineered in the United 
States makes an opportunity for Russia. 
Not one dollar is added to the import of 
wealth in America, but exports from our 
country being stopped, Russia steps in 
and gets rid of lier surplus at remunera­ 
tive pri es, but still far below tho prohib­ 
itive values established in Chicago and 
New York. 
As long as Russian wheat 
exists any attempt to force the western 
nations of Europe to pay artificial prices 
for American wheat can but reship in 
absolute failure.”
